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SUMMARY 


Exports  of  U.S.  poultry  and  poultry  products  in  1970  were  valued  at 
$77. h  million — about  the  same  as  in  1 969-    Increased  exports  of  fresh 
and  frozen  poultry  and  production  stock  were  sufficient  to  offset 
smaller  shipments  of  canned  poultry  and  market  eggs.    Exports  of 
poultry  meat  totaled  114;. 6  million  pounds,  up  3.1  million  pounds  from 
the  1969  level.    A  major  share  of  this  increase  was  made  up  of  whole 
broilers  and  chicken  parts.    These  items  accounted  for  65  percent  by 
volume  of  all  poultry  meat  exports.    Whole  turkeys  and  turkey  parts 
were  next  in  importance  and  made  up  2k  percent  of  total  poultry  meat 
exports . 

Eggs  and  live  poultry  exports  in  1970  were  valued  at  $3k.h  million, 
up  slightly  from  the  1 969  level. 

U.S.  poultry  sales  to  the  European  Community  continued  to  be  faced 
with  expanding  domestic  production  and  excessive  import  restrictions. 
The  fact  that  the  EC  can  increase,  and  has  increased,  supplemental 
levies  on  poultry  products  with  only  a  3 -day  notice  continues  to 
severely  impair  sales  of  U.S.  poultry  to  member  countries.    Owing  to 
these  obstacles,  U.S.  poultry  exports  to  the  EC  in  1970  were  down  k.2 
million  pounds,  or  approximately  $700,000,  from  the  previous  year. 
Even  so,  West  Germany  continued  to  be  the  largest  single  country  market 
for  U.S.  poultry- -taking  26.3  million  pounds  of  these  products  in  1970. 
Turkey  parts  made  up  three-fourths  of  this  total.    U.S.  turkey  meat 
exports  to  West  Germany  amounted  to  21 .3  million  pounds — a  2  percent 
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larger  volume  than  that  for  the  preceding  year.    The  quantity  of  whole 
turkeys  taken  amounted  to  1 .2  million  pounds  and  was  5>00,000  pounds 
less  than  for  1969*    U.S.  whole  turkeys  in  the  West  German  market 
faced  greater  competition  from  smaller  whole  turkeys  produced  and 
exported  by  Holland  in  increasing  quantities. 

Danish  poultry  exports  also  faced  continued  excessive  import 
restrictions  by  the  European  Community.    As  a  result,  Danish  poultry 
producers  further  intensified  their  export  efforts  in  other  third- 
country  markets.    In  some  instances,  these  were  markets  where  the 
United  States  had  been  the  major  supplier.    The  Danish  Home  Marketing 
Scheme  enables  Denmark  to  offer  poultry  for  export  at  prices  which 
are  considerably  below  domestic  selling  prices,  in  effect  subsidizing 
exports . 

During  1  970  Hong  Kong  replaced  Switzerland  as  the  second  most  important 
market  for  U.S.  poultry  exports.     Sales  of  U.S.  poultry  meat  to  Hong 
Kong  were  valued  at  $i|«9  million,  up  30  percent  over  that  for  the 
preceding  year.    Chicken  parts  accounted  for  three-fourths  of  the 
total  value  and  amounted  to  15>.9  million  pounds.    Sizable  gains  were 
also  reported  for  whole  chickens  and  turkeys.    Moreover,  the  per  unit 
values  of  most  U.S.  poultry  items  to  Hong  Kong  were  higher  than  for 
the  preceding  year. 

Following  West  Germany  and  Hong  Kong  as  important  market  outlets  for 
U.S.  poultry  meat  in  1970  were  Switzerland,  $1|.7  million;  Japan,  $3.8 
million,  and  the  United  Kingdom,  $1 .2  million.    When  compared  with 
export  values  for  a  year  earlier,  these  data  show  a  28  percent  increase 
for  the  United  Kingdom  and  a  6  percent  gain  for  Switzerland,  whereas 
U.S.  poultry  sales  to  Japan  were  down  20  percent.    This  decline  was 
associated  with  a  sizable  reduction  in  Japan's  total  imports  of  poultry 
meat  along  with  subsidized  competition,  principally,  from  Denmark,  and 
low  state- trading  prices  of  Communist  China,  Bulgaria,  and  Hungary. 

In  November  1969^  the  United  States  reluctantly  decided  to  meet 
subsidized  competition  in  Greece,  formerly  an  important  U.S.  poultry 
meat  market,  by  initiating  a  limited  subsidy  program  on  whole  chicken. 
Primarily  owing  to  this  program,  the  U.S.  share  of  the  Greek  market 
showed  considerable  improvement  in  1970.    Total  U.S.  poultry  meat 
exports  to  Greece  were  reported  at  3*5  million  pounds  compared  with 
1.7  million  pounds  in  1969. 

The  Caribbean  continues  to  provide  a  rapidly  developing  market  for 
U.S.  poultry  exports.    Sales  of  U.S.  poultry  products  to  this  area  in 
1970  were  valued  at  $8.2  million — over  16  percent  above  those  for  1969. 
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Volume  amounted  to  37.6  million  pounds.-   The  quantity  of  U.S.  poultry 
exported  to  the  Caribbean  area  exceeded  that  sent  to  West  Germany  by 
11.3  million  pounds.    Since  a  larger  share  of  total  shipments  to  the 
Caribbean  was  comprised  of  lower  priced  items,  the  overall  value  of 
U.S.  poultry  sales  to  West  Germany  exceeded  that  to  the  Caribbean  by 
$500,000. 

Poultry  Meat 

Exports  of  U.S.  fresh  and  frozen  poultry  meat  were  up  3  percent 
compared  with  1 969  in  spite  of  the  accelerated  subsidized  competition 
from  various  exporting  countries.    These  shipments  totaled  1  ij.0 .6 
million  pounds  valued  at  $Jj.1 .7  million  for  1970.    West  Germany  was 
still  our  best  individual  country  market  for  these  products,  taking 
some  26.2  million  pounds  or  19  percent  of  total  U.S.  exports.  Even 
so,  this  represents  a  decline  of  about  6  percent  in  quantity  from 
1969  sales  in  this  market.    At  the  same  time,  the  value  of  U.S. 
shipments  to  Germany  was  up  one  percent,  representing  improved  prices 
and/or  a  greater  volume  of  higher  priced  items. 

The  volume  of  fresh  and  frozen  U.S.  poultry  meat  exports  to  Hong  Kong, 
our  second  largest  poultry  market,  totaled  20 .U  million  pounds.  While 
sales  of  these  products  in  this  market  was  up  18  percent,  their  overall 
value  was  up  $1.1  million  or  30  percent  when  compared  with  the  previous 
year.    Chicken  parts--wings  in  particular- -are  the  main  U.S.  poultry 
item  for  this  market.    In- spite  of  large  U.S.  poultry  sales  to  Hong 
Kong,  our  share  of  this  market  has  trended  downward  in  recent  years 
due  to  increased  state-trading  and  subsidized  competition,  principally 
from    China  and  Denmark.    As  recently  as  1 967  the  United  States 
supplied  61  percent  of  Hong  Kong's  total  poultry  meat  imports;  but 
the  U.S.  share  had  declined  to  36  percent  by  1  969  and  to  32  percent 
for  the  first  9  months  of  1970.    At  the  same  time  Hong  Kong's  total 
imports  of  poultry  meat  have  doubled  during  the  last  £  years. 

The  major  share  of  U.S.  poultry  meat  sales  to  the  Caribbean  is  made 
up  of  chicken  parts.  These  items  accounted  for  slightly  over  four- 
fifths  of  total  U.S.  poultry  meat  exports  of  37.6  million  pounds  to 
that  area  in  1970.  Moreover,  the  quantity  of  U.S.  chicken  parts  to 
the  area  was  up  I46  percent  over  that  for  1969.  Significant  gains 
were  also  reported  for  poultry  livers,  canned  poultry,  and  other 
poultry  specialties.    The  leading  U.S.  customer  in  the  Caribbean  was 
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Jamaica,  with  I2.I4.  million  pounds,  followed  by  the  Leeward  and  Windward 
Islands  with  8.2  million,  the  Bahamas  with  7.3  million,  Barbados  with 
6.9  million,  and  the  Netherlands  Antilles  with  U.8  million.  Interest 
and  continued  growth  in  this  area's  tourist  trade  should  make  it  an 
even  larger  market  for  our  poultry  exports  in  the  future.    U.S.  poultry 
sales  to  the  Caribbean  are  facing  increased  subsidized  competition 
from  other  suppliers --particularly  Denmark. 

A  breakdown  of  U.S.  poultry  meat  exports  by  type  showed  that  chicken 
parts  made  up  k7  percent  of  the  total  in  1 97Cj  turkey  parts,  19  percent; 
young  whole  chickens,  17  percent;  and  whole  turkeys,  5  percent. 

Shipments  of  chicken  parts  totaled  68.5  million  pounds--a  12  percent 
increase  over  the  1969  volume.    Sales  of  turkey  parts  totaled  27.8 
million  pounds,  down  slightly.    U.S.  exports  of  young  whole  chicken 
were  up  12  percent,  amounting  to  25.2  million  pounds.    Sales  of  whole 
turkeys  were  down  17  percent  to  7.2  million  pounds. 

Switzerland  received  slightly  over  U5  percent  of  the  25.2  million 
pounds  of  young  whole  chickens  exported  from  the  United  States  in  1 970 
under  the  export  payment  program  for  whole  chickens  to  this  market  to 
meet  subsidized  competition.    By  contrast,  this  market  provided  an 
outlet  for  only  2  percent  of  our  foreign  sales  of  chicken  parts. 
Close  to  U5  percent  of  all  chicken  parts  went  to  the  Caribbean  area. 
Hong  Kong  was  the  next  most  important  market,  taking  23  percent  of 
the  total;  Japan  took  1U  percent. 

West  Germany,  the  largest  market  for  turkey  parts,  took  20.1  million 
pounds  in  1 970 — 72  percent  of  total  U.S.  foreign  sales.    This  country 
also  provided  a  market  for  1 .2  million  pounds  of  U.S.  whole  turkeys. 
This  was  30  percent  less  than  was  taken  the  previous  year.    Hong  Kong 
replaced  the  Netherlands  by  a  small  margin  as  the  second  most  important 
market  for  U.S.  turkey  sales.    The  quantity  received  by  Belgium  and 
Luxembourg  totaled  1  .ij.  million  pounds,  almost  double  those  of  the 
previous  year. 

Exports  of  other  fresh  and  frozen  ready-to-cook  poultry  (including 
ducks,  geese,  Rock  Cornish  game  birds,  other  game  birds,  etc.)  were 
off  by  1.7  million  pounds  from  the  5»3  million. pounds  sold  in  1969. 
Canada  and  Hong  Kong,  in  decreasing  order  of  quantity  traded,  were 
the  largest  markets  for  these  products.  The  major  change  noted  in 
U.S.  trade  patterns  for  these  items  in  1970  was  the  marked  decline 
in  sales  to  West  Germany. 

The  trend  of  smaller  sales  for  canned  poultry  continued  in  1970. 
These  shipments  totaled  k  million  pounds--only  75  percent  of  the 
preceding  year's  quantity.    Canada  continued  to  provide  the  main 
foreign  outlet  for  U.S.  canned  poultry.    Even  so,  the  quantity 
received  was  only  one-half  that  for  the  previous  year0 


Poultry  Liver  and  Poultry  Specialties 


Exports  of  poultry  liver  totaled.  k»7  million  pounds  in  1970,  almost 
1J?  percent  below  previous  year's  level.    Major  markets  in  order  of 
importance  were  West  Germany,  France,  and  the  Netherlands. 

Exports  of  poultry  specialties,  including  poultry  meat  preparations 
such  as  chicken  a  la  king  and  pot  pies,  totaled  2.6  million  pounds, 
valued  at  $1.2  million.    Compared  with  1969,  this  represented  a 
5  percent  decline  in  quantity  but  less  than  a  1  percent  decline  in 
total  value.    Canada  alone  took  more  than  one-half  of  these  exports. 

Egg  and  Egg  Products 

In  1970,  slightly  over  1l|..1  million  dozen  eggs  were  exported  for 
consumption  and  hatching  purposes.    This  was  2.6  million  dozen  less 
than  for  1 969 .    Firmer  domestic  prices  during  the  first  quarter 
contributed  to  smaller  sales  abroad. 

Shell  eggs  for  consumption  totaled  1 .1  million  dozen- -only  one-fourth 
that  for  the  previous  year.    This  decline  was  due  almost  entirely  to 
small  purchases  by  Canada.    Along  with  higher  U.S.  prices  during  much 
of  the  year,  inter-provincial  trade  problems  in  Canada  appear  to  have 
influenced  the  normal  flow  of  shell  egg  trade  between  the  two  countries . 

Hatching  egg  exports  were  up  3  percent,  totaling  13.1  million  dozen, 
with  a  value  of  $12.1;  million.    As  during  the  preceding  year,  Canada, 
Jamaica,  and  the  Dominican  Republic  provided  the  major  markets. 

The  U.S.  foreign  market  for  dried  eggs  showed  some  improvement  over 
that  for  1 969  due  largely  to  increased  sales  to  Switzerland  and  the 
United  Kingdom.    Total  U.S.  exports  of  dried  eggs  amounted  to  U33jOOO 
pounds,  up  11  percent  over  the  preceding  year's  level. 

Production  Stock 

Exports  of  baby  chicks  amounted  to  29.7  million  head  in  1970  and  were 
valued  at  $18.8  million.    This  represents  an  8  percent  increase  in 
value  over  1969  sales.    Canada,  the  Bahamas,  Mexico,  and  Japan  were 
the  major  markets,  accounting  for  slightly  over  one-half  of  total 
chick  exports . 

Exports  of  turkey  poults  totaled  792,000  head  in  1970  with  a  value 
of  $712,000.  Canada  accounted  for  66  percent  of  the  total;  France 
was  next  in  importance  with  17  percent. 
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OUTLOOK 

U.S.  foreign  sales  of  poultry  and  poultry  products  face  increased 
competition  in  1  971  .     Indications  are  that  expansion  in  world 
poultry  meat  production  could  well  exceed  the  average  annual  rate 
of  7  percent  reported  for  recent  years.    Other  factors  will  also 
tend  to  restrict  our  poultry  exports.    The  most  burdensome  among 
these  include  restricted  access  to  EC  markets;  subsidized  EC, 
Danish,  and  Canadian  competition  in  world  markets;  and  low  East 
Bloc  trading  prices. 

Owing  to  these  obstacles,  the  overall  volume  of  U.S.  foreign  poultry 
sales  is  not  expected  to  register  significant  gains  over  the  1970 
level.    Data  for  the  first  5  months  of  the  year  would  suggest  sales 
of  fresh  or  frozen  whole  chicken,  turkey  parts  and  production  stock 
will  probably  be  slightly  below  that  for  1 970;  whereas  sizable  gains 
are  likely  for  whole  turkeys,  chicken  parts,  liver,  and  other  poultry 
specialties .
